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Car Plunges 


Over Bridge 


One Meets Instant Death 


Driver Escapes But Other Occupant Killed 
When Car Runs Off Old Canal Bridge 
In West Elba Late Saturday 


Mr, Walter Lashley, well known 
resident of the county for many 
years, met instant death late Sat- 
urday afternoon when the automo- 
bile in which he was a passenger 
ran off the old bridge across the 
canal in the Southern part of town 
on the Kinston road, 


The car was driven by Dan 
Jarrett, who escaped without in- 
jury, according to reports, and 
who was arrested on a charge of 
criving while under the influence 
of intoxicating liquor, At present 
he is out on bond awaiting trial 
on the charge. 

It will be somembered that dur- 
ing the high water several months 
ago the greater portion of the 
bridge was washed away and only 
a small section was left hanging 


.on the north side of the canal. A 


temporary bridge just below the 
damaged structure has been in 
use since early fall, and warning 
Signs were placed on top of the 
levee calling attention to the 
bridge. Just why the driver at- 
tempted to make a crossing on the 
old structure is not known. 


According to reports of at least 
one witness who was not very far 
away, the car was traveling’ south 
at a pretty fast clip and no ef- 
fort was made to drive down to 
the temporary bridge, but the ma- 
chine was headed straight across, 
making the rather bumpy journey 
in just a few seconds, It was 
stated that the floor of the bridge 
where the car went off is some 
twelve or fifteen feet above the 
bed of the canal. There was no 
water in the canal at the time of 
the accident. 

Mr. Lashley jumped or was 


‘thrown from the car and the im- 


pact killed him instantly. Reports 
that his neck and limbs were 
broken could not be verified. He 
was 54 years of age and had made 
his home in this section of the 
county for several years, 


Mr. Lashley is survived by his 
wife and eight children, namely: 
Bert, Earl, Barnard, Waymon and 
Robert Lashley; Mrs. Essie Bell, 
Miss Bettie Jean Lashley, Miss 
Jessie Lashley.

GINNINGS STILL LOW

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PREPAREDNESS FOR—WHATY 

We do not know, nor does any- 
one else, how eminent the dan- 
ger of a war involving the United 
Slates may be, 

We hope that there is nothing 
of the kind in the offing, But it 
is apparent that the folk who are 
running things in Washington be- 
lieve that this country should put 
itself in a position where it can 
protect itself if necessary, 

Sometimes the best way to keep 
out of war is to be prepared to 
fight if threatened--and to let the 
other fellow know that we are 
stronger than he is. We get the 
impression that some such theory 
underlies the revived talk of a 
great program of national defense, 

We do not understand that any- 
one fears an actual invasion of the 
United States, though Gen, Malin 
Craig, Chief of Staff, says we 
ought to have a lot more anti- 
aireraft guns and searchlights to 
guard against attack from the air, 

The President has suggested 
that we need a much larger fight- 
ing air force than we have now. 
There is talk of asking Congress 
to appropriate money to increase 
our military planes from the pres- 
ent goal of about 2,800 to nine 
or ten thousand. 

At the same time we are build- 
ing the biggest navy America has 
ever had. Six new battleships, 
40 new destroyers, 16 new subma- 
rines, four new cruisers and 4 lot 
of smaller vessels are already eith- 
er under construction or author- 
ized, 

The question naturally arises: 
What do we need such a big navy 
for if we do not expect to be at- 
tacked? We certainly don't ex- 
pect to attack anybody. 

The answer is found in the re- 
cent utterances of the President 
on the subject of the solidarity 
of interest of all the nations of 
the American continent, north and 
south, It has been a fixed policy 
of the United States for more than 
100 years that we will not stand} 
for any European nation establish- 
ing colonies or otherwise getting 
# foothold anywhere in America, 

Under the Monroe Doctrine it 
is up to the United States to re- 
sist any attempt by Germany, 
Italy or any other country to get 
control of any part of South or 
Centrat America, 

There haye been many signs in- 
dicating that one or another of the 
totalitarian nations is eager to get 
possession of Brazil, If this coun- 
try has to fight, it seems more 
likely that it will be to protect 
Brazil and other South American 
rations from foreign penetration 
than to repel invaders in the north, 

Apparently we are getting all 
set for defense, and that fact alone 
may be enough to prevent any na- 
tion from trying to put some- 
thing over, 


SOLVING THE FARM PROBLEM 

The ultimate solution of the 
farmers’ problem, we have been 
told for many years, is the devel- 
opment of new uses for the prod- 
ucts of the soil. The Farm Chem- 
urgic Council has spent much 
money and time in laboratory re- 
search to discover industrial uses} 
for farm crops, and with encour- 
aging success. 

Now the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is starting 
out on the same line. Four re- 
gional laboratories are to be es- 
tablished under a new Bureau of 
Agricultural Technology and En- 
gineering, headed by Dr. Henry 
G, Knight, chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry, 

The purpose is to find new ways 
or tying agriculture to industry, 
by developing industrial uses for 
such items as corn, wheat, fruits, 
vegetables, potatoes, cotton, sweet 
potatoes, peanuts, tobacco, apples 
and milk. Those are on the list of 
farm products in which the first 
research efforts will be made. 

In the meantime, an important 
step toward industrial utilization 
of the potato crop has been made 
in Maine, At Houlton, the center 
of the great Aroostook potato dis- 
trict, two new starch mills are be- 
ing built. One of them, with a 
capacity of 2,000 barrels of pota- 
toes a day. will turn out 20 tons 
a day of sturch for the use of New 
England textile manufacturers, by 
a new process which takes only 
six hours instead of 72 from raw 
potato to finished starch. 

The other will make a type of 
starch new in American industry, 
which has heretofore been im- 
ported. 

That is the sort of thing which 
will do more to put agriculture 
on a stable footing than all the 
benefit payments, crop control 
plans and price-fixing projects that 
anyone has proposed. 


QUOTAS HELP TO KEEP 
COTTON SURPLUSES DOWN 


In the referendum on cotton 
marketing quotas for 1939, sched- 
uled for December 10, cotton pro- 
ducers of Alabama will have a 
chance to decide for themselves 
whether or not they want to con- 
tinue the use of quotas as a means 
of keeping the cotton surplus from 
getting bigger, according to 'T, H, 
Martin, Gordo, chairman of the 
State AAA committee, 

"The purpose of quotas is to help 
the producers get the supply of 
cotton back to a more reasonable 
level and then to keep excessive 
supplies that ruin prices from pil- 
ing up in the future,” Mr, Martin 
said, 

“Quotas also protect the farm- 
ers who plant within their cotton 
acreage allotments from having 


their efforts defeated by those who} 


overplant, When quotas are in 
effect, producers stand to lose the 
advantages of conservation pay- 
ments and the full benefits of cot- 
ton loans if they overplant; but 
when quotas are not yoted into 
effect the producers who do not 
want to cooperate, can, by over- 
planting, offset the efforts which 
their neighbors are making to 
keep surplus supplies from piling 
up and the price of cotton from 
going down,” 

In this connection, Mr. Martin 
pointed out that with quotas in 
effect this year the national cot- 
ton allotment was not overplant- 
ed. ‘The national allotment was 
about 27,500,000 acres and produc- 
cers actually grew about 26,450,000 
acres, ‘This indicates, he said, that 
quotas were one factor in keeping 
the adjustment efforts of cooperat- 
ing farmers from being defeated 
or made less effective by those 
who otherwise might have stayed 
out of the program, 

FARMERS RECEIVE 
AAA FERTILIZER 

AUBURN, Ala.—With all sec- 
tions of the State reporting un- 
precedented soil building and con- 
serving work, attention of farm- 
ers is being turned more to the 
establishing and development of 
pastures by the use of phosphate, 

An example of the work being 
done in pasture improvement work 
is that of farmers of nine coun- 
ties who have received this year 
1,292 tons of triple superphosphate 
from the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration for soil building 
practices. 

The counties are Bullock, Maren- 
go, Franklin, Marion, Hale, Perry, 
Pickens, Lauderdale and Sumter, 
The triple superphosphate obtain- 
ed by the AAA from the Tennes- 


}see Valley Authority and other 


sources are classed as grants of 
aid to be used in carrying out soil 


| building practices under the 1938 
| program, 


Under the 1988 farm program, 
the Secretary of Agriculture is au- 
thorized to promote soil building 
practices by making grants of aid 
to cooperating farmers. Cost of 
the material will be deducted from 
the payments which farmers would 
otherwise receive under the pro- 
gram. 

Additional counties are planning 
te use this means of getting more 
superphosphate. The amount farm- 
ers in the nine counties received 
is in addition to locally purchased 
phosphate and basic slag which 
they will also use on pastures and 
legume crops to quality for pay- 
ment under the program. The tri- 
ple A superphosphate is obtained 
for $32 per ton, 

Tests have shown that practi- 
cally all soils of Alabama are de- 
ficient in phosphate. Therefore, 
the application of this fertilizer, 
along with basic slag, is consider- 
ed as one of the most important 
soil building practices Alabama 
farmers can adopt. 

Orders for the triple A super- 
phosphate can be accepted from 
other Alabama farmers if they de- 
sire this assistance in adopting soil 
building practices on their farms. 
All applications should be filed as 
soon as possible. County agents 
will assist in preparing the ap- 
plications, 


DIFFERENT PENALTY 
UNDER 1939 QUOTAS 


AUBURN, Ala,—If marketing 
quotas are approved by two-thirds 
of the cotton farmers in the ref- 
erendum on December 10 the pen- 
alty for overplanting will be larg- 
er than in 1938, according to A, 
W. Jones, AAA administrative of- 
ficer in Alabama, 

Three cents a pound will be the 
penalty. In 1938 the penalty was 
two cents a pound. However, 
1938 cotton which will be sold in 
1939 will still be under the two 
cents penalty and the buyer will 
collect the penalty and turn it 
over to the government, Cotton 
that could be sold this year with- 
out penalty can be sold in 1939 
without a penalty.

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HOG KILLING TIME — There 
was a time when we all looked 
forward to hog killing time but 
those good old days are gone and 
I'm guessing that they are forever 
one. The average farmer of to- 
day sells his pigs on foot and car- 
ries home a piece of white meat 
and a receipt for the money which 
he has paid on his debts, It is 
mighty fine to pay what you owe 
and I hope we can all do go, but 
it is not very appetizing to look 
at a piece of white meat on the 
night of the day during which you 
sold your hogs, I would like to 
see the good old days return when 
every farmer killed enough hogs 
for the family to look forward to 
“hog killing time.” In the good 
old days we expressed our opinions 
as to a good time by comparing 
it with hog killing time, If we 
had a fine time doing something! 
and afterwards told a neighbor 
about it, we would say that we 
had a “hog killing time.” I be- 


lieve that it is more profitable for

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or other large hog for our lard 
supply. One real big hog will 
make us all the lard we want if 
we put it into lard, One big hog 
and four average size shoats will 
supply the average family of five 
ali they need for a year, If you 
can afford more hogs than this 
number you should do so, but five 
will put you by beautifully, That 
man who calls himself a farmer 
but who kills his hogs all at one 
time is either ignorant of the facts 
or he has very little regard for 
his family, It is not right, is not 
fair and we should not do it that 
way. 
* ° * * * 

TENDERLOIN MEAT — While 
Im on the hog killing question I 
would like to say a few words 
about backbone or tenderloin meat. 
The average farmer cuts out the 
backbone and uses it as his fath- 
er and grandfather used it, That 
is fine and I can vouch for the 
fact that backbone is mighty fine 
to eat but it is such a waste to 


us to sell our pigs and buy back 
the meat we need but it is not 
nearly as satisfactory as was the 
old plan, I doubt that we should 
kill hogs as we once did but we 
should certainly kill enough to 
supply the needs of the family. 
In the old days we would kill 
quite a large number of hogs at 
one time, This was done to save 
time and trouble in curing the 
meat, We can now look back and 
see the waste which followed such 
practices, I would not suggest 
that we kill hogs as we once did 
but I would suggest that we kill 
and cure all the meat we use on 
the farm, It might look cheaper 
to you to sell the hogs-and buy 
the meat back but there is more 
to be considered than the naked 
dollars in the deal, I would like 
to see the day return when every 
farmer in this section would kill 
and cure enough meat to supply 
the needs of his farm with some 
to spare during the next summer, 
We can all raise all the hogs we 
want or need and we should do so 
with pleasure. If the family is 
permitted to enjoy all the good 
things connected with the killing 
and saving of fresh meat we can 
at least have more help around 
the farm while the good eating is 
going on. I would like to sug- 
gest a system of killing and cur- 
ing meat for the coming winter. 
* * * * * 

HOW TO KILL HOGS—The 
practical way to kill hogs is to 
kill one hog at the time. We 
Should cut the meat so as to save 
two hams, two middlings and two 
shoulders from each hog, The 
head, feet, liver, chitterlings, lard, 
sausage, pork chops and the scraps 
should be used so as to give the 
most satisfaction to the members 
of the family and as soon as these 
parts are gone we should kill an- 
other hog and do it all over again. 
Only a few pig's killed in this way 
will keep your family supplied 
with fresh meat during the win- 
ter months and at the same time 
you will be Saving the pieces nam- 
eg above for spring and summer 
use, There is only one serious ob- 
jection to this method and that is 
you cannot smoke your meat at 
one time, There is another ob- 
jection with some farmers and 
that is they feel that they cannot 
save the meat if it is killed as 
above suggested. There is a cold 
storage plant near every family 
in this section and I would sug- 
gest that you rent a bin in a cold 
storage and this will enable you 
to kill your pigs on any day in the 
year. If you are not near a cold 
storage or if you do not care to 
rent a bin you should be able to 
save most of your meat if you 
will give it one-half the time you 
waste hanging around town, It 
is now possible for every farmer 
to have a modern refrigerator in 
his home and with the use of this 
machine you can save your meat 
at any time, Those who enjoy 
electricity may have an elertric 
box while those who live off the 
electric lines may have a kerosene 
box or a bottled gas box. Wither 
the kerosene box or the bottled gas 
box will do a good job and I would 
suggest that you buy one if you 
are able to do so, With a good 
refrigerator you can save your 
meat at any time. If you do not 
have a box and would like to buy 
one I would like to suggest that 
you do not be skimpy in buying it. 
Be sure to get a box that is large 
enough to do your work, I would 
also suggest that you buy a box 
which is so constructed that you 
can place a tub or wooden box in 
the bottom of it. A four-inch 
metal tub that exactly fits in the 
bottom of your refrigerator is 
worth its weight in gold in cur- 
ing meat. Your wife will not agree 
for you to pack a lot of meat in 
her new refrigerator as the water 
will run over the box and the floor. 
If you have a tub or box which 
exactly fits in your box it will hold 
the salt and the water and will 
also help to hold the coldness. Your 
meat can be cured in this tub 
without interfering with the fur- 
ther use of the other part of the 
box. As to smoking the meat, 
you should write your county 
agent and ask him for such bulle- 


tins as he might have on the sub- 
ject. The State and Federal goy- 
ernments will furnish you all the 
information you need on this sub- 
ject. They will show you how to 
smoke your meat in a barrel if 
you care to do so. The whole 
matter can be worked out if you 
ouly want it worked out. The 
great trouble is in the man and 
not in the method to be used. If 
you will kill your pigs one at the 
time and save the six big pieces 
you will be surprised at how the 
scraps last your family. We gen- 
erally fatten and kill one old sow 


do it that way. The most valu- 
able part of a pig is the back- 
bone and the tenderloin which is 
next to the backbone, If you do 
not know how to save your ten- 
derloin I would suggest that you 
go to some friend who runs @ mar- 
ket and ask him to show you how 
tc save your tenderloin, The 
method is very simple and any 
farmer can do it if you once learn 
how. ‘The first thing to do is to 
saw the backbone open before you 
do anything else to the hog, Af- 
ter you have split his backbone 
you should take off the ham and 
the shoulder from each half, Then 
cut a strip off next to the back- 
bone and this strip should be 
about four or five inches wide, ac- 
eording to the size of the hog, It 
should be wide enough to get all 
the tenderloin, It will be nec- 
essary for you to use a saw as 
the ribs must be cut as is the 
meat, After this has been done 
you will have a strip of meat about 
five inches wide and as long as 
the hog will make. You should 
take this strip and cut cross ways 
so as to have slices of meat known 
as pork chops. If you will save 
the pork chops from your pigs 
only one time you will not waste 
any more meat trying to have 
good old backbone at your house. 
I like the backbone and it is worth 
its place, all right, but you can- 
not afford to waste your best meat 
in such a way as enables you to 
have backbone. Please permit me 
to insist that you cut up one hog 
as above suggested and I'll guar- 
antee that you will not have an- 
other backbone at your house this 
winter. I have my doubts that 
all the rest of the hog is worth 
twice as much as the tenderloin 
if it is all saved in the proper way. 
It is most delicious and there is 
# lot more of it than you might 
imagine. You can save it from the 
neck to the tail on a big hog but 
you cannot do so on a small one, 
If you are not saving your meat 
ag you should, inform yourself at 
once and then pass the good news 
on to your neighbors. I would also 
like to suggest that you use this 
tenderloin freely when you have 
company as it is considered very 
delicious. If you get tired of us- 
ing it fried you might try it broil- 
ed. You can even make it into 
dumplings or pie. Won't you try 
ic one time?

THE SIN OF LYING 


LESSON TEXT—Exodus 20:16; John 
6:42-47; Ephesians 4:25, 

GOLDEN TEXT.—Behold, thou desirest 
truth in the inward parts,—Psalm 51:6,

“God is truth, The word truth 
describes the very nature of God, 
Lying, therefore, reveals a charac- 
ter opposite from God. Satan is a 
liar. He was a liar from the begin- 
ning and is spiritually the father of 
all liars. A lle does not necessarily 
have to be an untruth. A statement 
of a truth may be a lie if its purpose 
is to deceive, A half truth may be 
the worst kind of a lie, Satan's 
lies . are usually mixed with 
truth,”’ Consider ‘‘modernism, 
which has enough truth in it to 
make it accepted by thousands of 
people, but sufficient error to de- 
prive it of any power to save souls”’ 
(L. D. Higley). 

I, Forbidden to Lie (Exod. 20:16). 

This commandment specifically 
forbids perjury, which is one of the 
worst forms of lying, because it 
may result in the forfeiture of the 
very life of a fellow being. It is 
obvious, however, that it includes 
all forms of lying, whether in busi- 
ness, in social contacts, in the home, 
or in the church. We might do well 
to consider what the Bible has to say 
about whisperers, talebearers, back- 
biters, and others (see Ley 19:6; 
II Cor. 12:20). A man’s reputation 
may be as easily ruined by a whis- 
pered lie over the back fence or the 
luncheon table as by formal perjury 
in the courtroom. ‘Thou shalt not 
bear false witness’’ at any time, 
anywhere, or in any way. 

Il, Fountain of Lies (Matt. 15:19, 
20). 

Our constant concern for the body 
that it may be healthy, clean, and 
well groomed is commendable up 
to the point where it becomes an 
attempt to ‘‘glorify’’ the flesh. But 
after all, the body is not the most 
important thing. The heart is what 
makes a man (read Matt. 15:7-11). 
But what comes out of man’s un- 
regenerate heart? What a horri- 
ble catalogue we read in verse 19! 
It is not what a man eats or what 
he wears that makes him, but what 
is in his heart. How foolish then to 
hope to redeem humanity by im- 
proving housing, having better 
schools and bigger playgrounds. All 
these are desirable, but the one 
thing needful is that man’s heart be 
washed in the blood of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, that he be born again. 


WI. Father of Lies (John 8: 42-47), 

Liars had better consider their 
‘family tree’ and see how they like 
their spiritual father. He fs lustful, 
murderous, and there is no truth 
in him (v. 44). If you belong to 
that family would you not like to 
change families and be born into 
God's family. 

As we have already suggested, 
the prize lie of Satan is modern 
religious liberalism. We quote again 
from Mr. Higley: ‘The first lie 
was told by Satan and it brought 
about the fall of the human race. 
The last le . . . by Satan is being 
told even now . . . in the form of 
modernism, that makes the Church 
impotent even to save its own peo- 
ple.’’ Let us have no part in putting 
forward this falsehood. 

Note that in verses 45-47 Jesus 
challenges His enemies to convict 
Him of sin or of falsehood. No one 
has ever been able to meet that 
challenge. Even those who deny 
His Godhood and Saviourhood 
speak swelling words of commenda- 
tion of His pure life and exalted 
moral teaching. If then He told the 
truth about other things, surely He 
spoke the truth about Himself. The 
claims He made for Himself as the 
Son of God and the Saviour of the 
world are plain and unmistakable, 
If we deny them we either make 
Jesus a liar, or we lie ourselves, 
and it is obvious that the latter is 
the case. 

IV. Forsaking of Lies (Eph. 4:25). 

‘Wherefore’ refers us back to the 
preceding verses where we are told 
how, as Christians, we have put off 
the life of the “‘old man” (v. 22) 

nd put on the ‘new man’’; there- 
fore we are to live in true holiness. 
But evidently the Ephesian Chris- 
tians still fell into their old heathen 
habits of lying. Would that the 
tendency had died out with the early 
Church, but as a matter of fact, it 
seems to have become aggravated 
as the years have come and gone. 

Being in Christ—members of His 
body and thus united to one another 
in Him—should make us scrupulous- 
ly truthful toward all men. Let us 
—which means you and me—scru- 
tinize every relationship of life and 
be sure that we have not by word, 
act, or inference told lies. Think 
carefully of your family life, your 
church life, your community life, 
Deal with such practical things as 
grocery bills, taxes, tendencies to 
gossip. We preachers need to con- 
sider our sermons. Are they true to 
God's Word? Are they honestly pre- 
pared? Do we “‘stretch’’ our illus- 
trations to make them effective? 
Surely all of us who bear the name 
of Christ must put away every form 
of falsehood,

AGRICULTURAL 
ADJUSTMENT 


ALABAMA 


By A. W. JONES, Administra- 
tive Officer 


In addition to these proponents 
who would profit directly by in- 
eveased production of cheap cot- 
ton, there are political opponents, 
who in the main live outside the 
Cotton Belt and who would like to 
nullify all the gains of the pres: 
ent farm program for political 
purposes, and the high tariff ad- 
yoeates who would prefer keeping 
Southern farmers in the cotton 
field, and give them no time to 
ask for fair treatment under the 
tariff system, It is the business 
of our farmers to become familiar 
and properly evaluate the efforts 
of all these interests for a dif- 
ferent farm program, 

The writer well remembers the 
experience of one individual who 
in 1921 grew his last crop of cot- 
ton to date; how at the beginning 
of that year, mules, equipment, 
fertilizer, and supplies were pur- 
chased on time and at prices that 
were based on cotton at more than 
25 cents per pound, how on that 
little hill farm in Alabama every 
member of the family worked in- 
cessantly—day in and out—that 
there might be a good cotton har- 
vest in the fall to meet the year's 
expenses; how the wife and moth- 
er of the family one day fell, worn 
out and exhausted, between the 
fresh-hoed cotton rows; how, at 
the end of the year after only a 
fair harvest, and the price de- 
clined to below 15 cents per pound, 
this individual and his neighbors 
made feeble individual attempts to 
“hold” the cotton crop for better 
prices, and how liquidation of this 
25 cents basis cotton was finally 
forced at less than 9 cents per 
pound and of the resulting price 
of want and deprivation, 

And after this the high resolve 
that so long as cotton farmers 
found themselves in a position of 
such insecurity and were so se- 
verely penalized by factors in our 
system of production and market- 
ing which they could not control, 
there was at least one cotton pro- 
ducer who could better spend his 
time and effort in the promotion 
of any plan or program that offer- 
ed farmers an opportunity to be- 
come the masters rather than the 
victims of their production econ- 
omy. 

Let us, as farmers, as stewards 
of the land, and as those who 
would promote our own fellow 
farmers’ and the public's interest, 
be sure that any agricultural plan 
or program that bears our stamp 
of approval provide for: 

(1) Abundant supplies of cot- 
fon and other commodities at fair 
prices to producers and consum- 
ers, but not more price-destroying 
oversupply to plague us now and 
in the future. 

(2) Sufficient land in food and 
forage crops to give us a secure 
and well-balanced living at home, 
rather than driving our families 
back to the field in greater num- 
bers in an ill-advised effort to pro- 
duce more cotton and a still poorer 
standard of living. 

(3) <A stabilized and fair share 
of our national income going to 
farmers rather than a contest with 
cheap labor of foreign countries 
to see who can offer cotton for 
export at the cheapest price. 

(4) Conservation of our soil re- 
sources and handing down to the 
rext generation productive and 
well cared for agricultural lands 
that they can use rather than 
superabundant harvests of cash 
crops that will plague us now, dis- 
sipate our soil fertility too rapid- 
ly, and leave eroded, scarred, and 
depleted soils as an unprofitable 
heritage to the next generation. 

For the last half century the 
plans of farmers and responsible 
agricultural leaders for the im- 
provement of agriculture, farm in- 
come, and living standards in the 
South have all been based on the 
need for greater diversification, 
growing more food and feed crops 
for home use, less dependence on 
one cash crop, and stabilization of 
cotton production within limits of 
reasonable supply and fair prices, 
The present Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act represents the hest 
thought of our time in the way of 
Federal legislation to give farm- 
ers the power of group action to 
effect these needed changes, Na- 
turally, in the haste necessary in 
connection with late administra- 
tion of the Act of 1938, there have 
been some confusion and mistakes, 
but these can be adjusted and oth- 
er flaws in the Act eliminated and 
the administration simplified with 
experience. 

Let us be sure that any changes 
made in our agricultural adjust- 
ment program be such that will 
improve and perfect the sound 
fundamentals we have advocated 
for so many years and not a type 
of change that would overthrow 
the gains we have made and drive 
us back further into the insecurity 
and uncertainty of a one cash crop 
system, with no provisions for food 
and feed supplies, no diversifica- 
tion, no soil conservation, and with 
farm women and children laboving 
harder and harder in the fields to 
produce more and cheaper cotton,

“THE DYSENTERIDS” 
AMEBIASIS 

By the name amebiasis, is meant 
the infection of the intestines of 
man by the protozoan parasite, 
ameba hystolytica, and is the cause 
of amebic dysentery, The infec- 
lion may occur without observable 
symptoms or there may be an 
acute phase, characterized by fre- 
quent, scanty evacuations, after 
containing mucous and blood, by 
abdominal pain, and general bodily 
depression, This phase may be 
followed by a period of latency, 
during which the clinical phenom- 
ena remain, for the most part, in 
abeyance, Anatomically, the most 
characteristic feature is an under- 
mining of the inner lining of the 
intestines, subsequently becoming 
ulcerative in character, 

The cause of this disease is a 
parasite, known as the Wndemeba 
Hystolytica, ‘The source of this 
infection is from the bowel dis- 
charges of the infected person and 
carriers, In this human excreta 
the organism is present in the form 
of a cyst. 

Mode of ‘Transmission; By drink- 
ing contaminated and _ polluted 
water, and eating infected foods, 
especially those that are common- 
ly served cold and moist, and hand- 
to-mouth transfer of the infected 
material; from moist objects soil- 
ed with discharges from an infect- 
ed individual, and flies, 

Overcrowding and unsanitary 
conditions within the home in gen- 
eral predisposes to this and other 
‘infections by helping to impair the 
resisting forces of the body. 

House screening is a highly nec- 
essary measure, It has been shown 
that the cysts of ameba may be 
swallowed by flies and redeposited 
upon food and drinking water, 

Since the soil becomes the chief 
repository for these cysts after 
they are discharged from the 
body, a special element of danger 
is occasioned by the use of vege- 
tables and fruits which have come 
into intimate contact with the 
soil during growth. 

Flies and other insects serve as 
the chief disseminator of the in- 
fection, Flies allowed to feed on 
infected feces are enabled to take 
vp forms of ameba readily into 
the intestines, Flies becoming in- 
fected in this way will naturally 
ceposit material on any kind of 
food on which they feed. Thus, 
a great importance of directing 
stringent sanitary measures tow- 
ard destroying the breeding places 
of flies, 

Two types of carriers are rec- 
ognized: 

1. The convalescent carriers, 


who haye experienced previous} 


clinical manifestions from his in- 
fection. 

2, The contact carrier who has 
remained entirely free from symp- 
toms, but who is none the leas a 
free distributor of the infection. 

In both instances, the disease} 
is transmitted to the other indi-| 
vidual through cysts passed in the 
stools, 

Method of Control: 

1. The sanitary disposal of hu- 
man feces, 

2. The safeguarding of the 
water supply from infection, as 
well as the boiling of drinking 
water and anilk. 

8. The avoidance of raw fruits 
and raw vegetables grown in in- 
tected soil. 

4. Supervision of the general 
cleanliness of the public health and 
Sanitary practice of persons pre- 
paring and serving food in public 
eating places, 

5. The general destruction and 
control of fly breeding and other 
insects, aS well as screening homes 
against their free and unlimited 
access, 

6. It is of importance that all 
cross connections between port- 
able and polluted water supplies 
be forbidden. Systematic inspec- 
tion should be made to discover 
them and the supply should be dis- 
connected until such cross connec- 
tions have been eliminated. 

Amebic Dysentery is only one 
type of a group of dysenteries, 
some of which the origin is still 
unknown,

Eligibility to Vote: 

1. Farmers who were engaged 
in the production of cotton in 1938 
as owner-operator, cash tenant, 
standing-rent or fixed rent tenant, 
or landlord of a share tenant, or 
as share tenant or sharecropper, 
ure eligible to vote (except as pro- 
vided in paragraph 2 below). 

2.. Since marketing quotas are 
not applicable to cotton the staple 


of whie h is 1144 inches or more in 
length, a person who was engaged 
in the production of such cotton 
in 1988 shall not be eligible to 
vote unless he was also engaged 
in the production of cotton in 19388 
the staple of which was less than 
1% inches in length, 

3. No cotton farmer (whether 
un individual, partnership, corpo- 
vation, firm, association, or other 
legal entity) shall be entitled to 
more than one vote in the referen- 
dum, even though he may have 
been engaged in 19388 in the pro- 
duction of cotton in two or more 
communities, counties or States, 

4. There shall be no voting by 
mail, proxy, or agent, but a duly 
authorized officer of a corporation, 
firm, association, or other legal en- 
tity or duly authorized member of 
a partnership may cast its vote. 

5. In case several persons, such 
as husband, wife and children, par- 
ticipated in the production of cot- 
ton in 1988 under the same rental 
or cropping agreement or lease, 
only the person or persons who 
signed or entered into the rental 
or cropping agreement or lease 
shall be eligible to vote. 

6. In the event two or more 
persons engaged in producing cot~- 
ton in 1988 not as members of a 
partnership but as tenants in com- 
mon or joint tenants or as owners 
of community property, each such 
person is entitled to vote. 

The polls, in accordance with 
the official instructions for hold- 
ing the referendum, shall be open- 
ed promptly at 8 o'clock A, M. and 
closed promptly at 5 o'clock P. M.

5-POINT FARM IMPROVEMENT 
PROGRAM BEING ADVOCATED 


With a comparatively large U, 
S. and world carry-over of cotton, 
the most constructive suggestions 
for improvement in the situation 
seem to be: (1) *New uses for 
cotton; (2) Improvement of the 
U, S. crop through the use of bet- 
ter seed with improved staple; 
(3) The production of larger yields 
per acre with lower costs per 
pound through the use of legumes 


in the rotation and more adequate 
fertilization with better balanced 
fertilizers; (4) Two cash crops on 


every farm instead of one; and 
(5) Enough food and feed crops 
on every farm so as to make cot- 
ton a cash crop in fact as well 
as in theory, 

This program naturally calls for 
a reduction in the acreage of cot- 
ton with additional acres in le- 
fumes both for soil improvement 
and feed crops and additional 
acres in food crops, Many farm- 
ers are finding that where their 
wheat and oats receive a complete 
fertilizer at planting and a nitro- 
gen-potash top-dresser in the 
spring, that both the yields and 
the quality of these crops are im- 
proved. When the same fields are 
planted to legumes, the residual 
effect of the fertilizer applied to 
the small grains produces increas- 
ed yields of legumes to more than 
offset the original cost of the fer- 
tilizer, Going a step farther, 
many farmers are giving their 
legumes a corhplete fertilizer, es- 
pecially on the poorer soils. 

With cotton, rust and wilt are 
two of the chief factors that bring 
about decreased yields and poor 
staple. Wilt is a fungous disease, 
which clogs up the circulartory 
passages of the plant and turns 
the pith black, while cotton rust 
is simply potash hunger. To con- 
trol rust farmers are using more 
potash in their complete fertilizer 
at planting plus 50 to 100 pounds 
of Muriate of Potash per acre, or 
its equivalent in Kainit, as a top- 
Gresser, depending upon the 
amount of rust present in the 
fields in previous years. Extra 
potash will also help to control 
wilt but wilt-resistant seed are 
necessary to fully control the dis- 
ease and produce maximum yields, 
On many fields farmers find, also, 
that pure-bred seed purchased di- 
rect from the breeder ‘run-out’ 
quickly unless a high potash fer- 
tilizer is used. 

Today, farmers, fertilizer men 
and scientists are paying a great 
deal more attention to plant food 
deficiency symptoms as they oc- 
cur in the fields than ever before. 
For instance, the firing of corn 
blades on the tip and along the 
margins is direct evidence that 
the crop has not received suffi- 
cient potash. If the green of the 
leaf fades prematurely as the 
crops reach maturity, and there 
are yellow parallel streaks length- 
wise the blade, the plant food de- 
ficiency is magnesium. And so 
we march by progressive steps to 
the goal of better fertilized crops, 
from a standpoint both of yields 
and quality.
